been. .Some of the famous orators of 
the past seem to ns, who are familiar 
with the InconicLsm of the tidegraph and 
the curtness of tho t.-lepilioiie. to have 
been giver, to v.-rljiisil y ami to have 
spent much time aud effort in demon- 
strating self-evident propasitions. But 
after all, the tost of tin- orator is the 
effect he has upon his lu-arers. There 
is no other test. It niai.ters nothing how 
well a speak. 'I- arrang.'S his th. nights, or 
how well he i hoosi-s his wor.ls— his u'es- 
tures may Im- graceful ami his tones 
melodious— hut if he fails to g.-t t>n rap- 
port with his audience, bo has not ex- 
hibited the (inalitii-s of the orator. Let 
us take a case iu imint. \\'.- call K.l- 
munil Burke a great speaker, and his 
parliamentary speeches read better than 
those of any of his conti3rapornries, but 
his nick-name was "the dinnor bell," be- 
cause when he rose to speak, all the 
members, who ,-onl.l in dc-i-ney .lo no, 
went out to lunch. Th.' pi-i-.irati.iu of 
his iiuiieaehment of Warren lliif^tings 
\a, when read, the linest piece of forensic 
eloquence extant. 

In these things, ns in most othoiv, 
each gciU'ralion has its stan.lanl .d' 
taste, but as the aim of oratory is to 
convince, so alwB.ys the ability to pro- 
duce conviction will be the suiiri>mc test 
of oratorical sliill. AVhat in Diniel 
"Webster's oratory eeems to th.- Itosion 
critic like posing w.is evidently md. sn 
regarileil by thiisi- who listene.l to bini. 
Tlie critic asks what we would think of 
a speaker nowadays %vho would say 
"Methinks." Wo think the answer 
woiilil dciiend very much upon what clf»' 
he said and how he sai.l it. Th.-re arc 
times, even in the year of grace lUUl. 
when a speaker «an get himself so in 
ton&h with his nudienoo that he can say 
"methlnks" or "in good sooth," or even 
thoso things which nro commonly ex- 
pressed in print by da.shos.
